DXCC NEWS (DXCC Card Checking Rule Change) 

It was announced late last week that a notice of an upcoming change in an administrative 
procedure contained in the DXCC Rules. The change in the DXCC Rules will permit volunteer 
Card Checkers who have achieved DXCC on 160 meters to check 160 meter QSLs in the field, 
and all Card Checkers to check cards for Deleted Entities. Until now there has been a 
requirement that 160 meter cards be checked by Headquarters staff. The main issue has been 
that some cards for 18 MHz QSOs can be altered to show 1.8 MHz without the alter- ation 


being detected. Therefore, the time of the QSO becomes significant. 


Some cards for Deleted Entities date back to 1960 and before, and sometimes it is difficult in 
the field to determine what entity the card ought to count for. Deleted Entities do not count for 
the DXCC Challenge or for the Honor Roll but do count toward all-time totals. 


After discussion during the teleconference the "Programs and Services Committee" (PSC) 
unanimously voted to authorize staff to amend the DXCC rules as proposed but with no change 
in how Card Checkers are appointed.
